Collins Witnesses 
| Attack on Pearl 


Twenty-year veteran Col- 
lins joined the Navy in May 
1941, just seven months be- 
fore the Japanese surprise at- 
tack which plunged the United 
States into World War II. 

Serving as mess cook aboard 
the destroyer at the time of the 
attack, Collins reports, “Break- 
fast was just about over when a 
loud bomb exploded nearby. The 
bomb knocked everyone ‘down... 
it was then that we saw the 
planes.” 

Collins continues, ‘‘A minute 
later a ‘near miss’ struck 50 
yards away and we were knocked 
down again. We were loading the 
guns when another destroyer 
started firing.” 

One-third of the men stationed 
on the McDonough were ashore 
on liberty when the attack began. 
No lives were lost aboard the des- 
troyer, but 75 men on liberty 
were killed. 

The destroyer put to sea at 
8:30 a.m. - one and a half hours 
after the “Pearl Harbor assassin- 
ation” began. 

Collins was in eight major bat- 
tles of WW II and served aboard 
the USS Princeton during the 
Korean conflict. 

Sixteen of his twenty years of 
service were on the sea. He retir- 
ed in July of 1961 at the age of 
38. ; 

Collins is now attending Santa 
Ana College as a business admin- 
istration major on a full time GI 
bill.

‘Gridiron’ Action 
Attacked by Vets 


Members of the Student Coun- 
cil were faced with the charge of 
acting on false information re- 
garding the sale of football pro- 
grams Tuesday. 

Francis Lovering, a member 
of the campus Veterans club, in 
a motion from the floor, asked 
council members to “set aside’’ 
a motion passed by the council 
in the November 28 meeting re- 
garding the sale of the Gridiron 
programs on a competitive basis. 

Although discussion on the 
posibility of making the motion 
retroactive failed to gain act- 
ion, Lovering, speaking on “un- 
official’”’ behalf of the campus 
Vets, stated that the council sup- 
port of the “competitive sales 
motion” supported an attack on 
the Veteran club by Circle K 
members equal to\defamation of 
character and accusation that 
the Vets were not doing their 
fair share of the work. 

In the November 28 meeting, 


members of Circle K presented 
the council figures supporting 
their claim of selling over 60 
per cent of the programs at 
home games while the Vets con- 
tributed only 40 per cent. 

Lloyd Hamilton, Associated 
Students Business manager, 
pointed out that there are no of- 
fical tabulations of club sales. 
“Only the total figures are re- 
corded,” he added. 


Veteran club members also 
accused Circle K members of an 
uneven distribution of football 
programs between the two. clubs. 
Wayne Peterson, treasurer of 
Circle K was responsible for the 
distribution of the programs. 

The charge was not denied by 
Circle K members present. 

A motion to buttonhole the 
problem in a committee failed 
to pass the council chambers. 
Action of the issue was delayed 
until Tuesday’s meeting because 
of lack of time.

The legislator compared the 
three great documents upon 
which our system of government 
is firmly founded, saying that the 
Bill of Rights deals with specif- 
ics, while the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the Constitution 
deal more in generalities. 

Supreme Court’s role 

In commenting on varying in- 
terpretations of some of the pro- 
visions of the Bill of Rights, Mr. 
Sumner explained that in our 
country we do not have a polit- 
bureau or similar organization 
deciding the issues, but a Supre- 
me Court, composed of justices 
who carry out the law in a man- 
ner prescribed by the Bill of 
Rights, which in turn reflects 
the desires of the American peo- 
ple. 


He added that those who 
would act to weaken or defame 
the Supreme Court are those who 
do not have faith in American 
system or their pcople, a faith 
that is essential to the preserva- 
tion of our way of life. 

Rely on Law 
“The end result never justifies 


the meuns”’, Sumner said, empha- 
sizing the fact that we must re 
sult to and depend upon the pre- 
scribed system of law in ou” gov 
erning policies. If we resort to 
unlawful means to accomplish 
justice, we destroy the Bill of 
Rights, alone with our system oi

noon, Nov. 22. 

Running over Pierce JC's 
hilly and muddy 2.9 mile 
course, Conlay broke the old 
course record of 14:38 by four 
seconds, only to finish third. Rich 
Fernandez of El Camino and 
Cerritos’s Gene Gurule beat Con- 
lay by a narrow margin. 

El Camino walked off with the 
title by placing three men in the 
top ten. The Warrior final total 
was 58, compared to Cerritos 88, 
and Santa Ana, 92. 

Besides Conlay’s finish, Coach 
John Ward’s Dons were helped 
by Dick Jones. 17th, Jon Keith, 
19th, Phil Wheaton, 22nd and 
Jim Phillips, 31st. 

At the First Annual Orange 
Coast College two-man Ten Mile 
Relay held on a cold and rainy 
Friday, December 1, the Dons 
captured second and _ fourth 
places. 

The second place team was 
composed of Jim Conlay and 


Dick Jones. Each man ran a 440, 
then passed the baton to his 
teammate until they both had 
run a total of 40 440’s, five miles 
each. 

Conlay and Jones’s time was 
45:23, a 68.1 average for each 
440. The two-man team of Phi! 
Wheaton and Jon Keith took 
fourth with a total time of 45:51, 
a 68.8 average. These were the 
only four people entered by 
Coach Ward.
